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R ecently, I have been reading the book of Proverbs and began to realize the 
emphasis on parental responsibility in the education of their children. 
“Hear ye children the instruction of a father and attend to know under¬ 
standing” (4:1). “He taught me also and said unto me, let thine heart retain my 
words; keep my commandments and live” (4:4). Having been granted the privilege 
of rearing three daughters, I would like to share some lessons I have learned about 
my responsibility in the education of my children. 

There has been imposed upon Christian parents the secular philosophy that 
our influence in education ceases when the high school diploma is granted. In 
our home we prepared for this transition. There were three goals we set for our 
daughters: (1) a personal saving faith in Jesus Christ; (2) a total commitment of 
life to Jesus Christ-that the will of God was the only satisfying goal; (3) that our 
primary responsibility in life was to witness concerning our Lord Jesus Christ to 
every man, woman, and child in this world and that without Jesus Christ men 
were forever lost. 
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With this in mind we began to discuss with our children how they could best 
know the will of God and be used most effectively in reaching others with the 
gospel. We encouraged them to give their testimony at every opportunity, give 
out literature, accompany us whenever we were involved in giving out the Word 
of God. We had a continuous scripture memorization program in process on the 
key verses concerning sin and salvation. They were thoroughly convinced that the 
child of God, to be effective, must know the Bible. 

When it came time for them to go to college, their choice was made on the 
premise that their college education must support their life goals.' College was but 
a further step in the will of God preparing them to be effective witnesses for Jesus 
Christ whether at home or on the foreign mission fields. Knowing that the Word 
of God was the one essential in education for reaching these goals, they chose a 
Bible college education. 

As parents, we saw God control and direct their lives and today we have the 
joy of knowing that our daughters married men committed to the same goals 
and are involved in Christian service making Christ known. 


As President of the Washington Bible College, I have no hesitancy in urging 
every Christian parent to direct their children toward a Bible college education. 
The spiritual goals you have set for your child will never be met in a more mean¬ 
ingful way than where the Bible is the heart of education. You can be certain that 
the will of God will be a daily challenge and spiritual maturity will result. God’s 
values will be accepted, the true value of the souls of men will be realized and lives 
will be yielded to reach these souls with the message of eternal life. 


What a privilege we have as parents to enable our children to choose the best 
in education.

Minuter 
to your 

Pastor 


N o one who understands the 
nature of the relationship be¬ 
tween a pastor and his people 
can deny that it is one which should 
work in two directions. The ministry of 
a pastor to his people is plain for anyone 
to read in God’s Word. It is a shepherd- 
sheep concern, and any caring pastor is 
aware of this. However, the shepherd 
has needs, too. It would be well for those 
of his flock to know and practice meeting 
these, and I would like to recommend 
the following to any sensitive member 
of a congregation for prayerful con¬ 
sideration. 

At the top of the list would be en¬ 
couragement. I believe that the opposite 
of this is Satan’s greatest tool in de¬ 
feating God’s servants. There are so 
many things that discourage, that dis¬ 
appoint, and that bring sadness to 
the heart of a pastor. These, of course, 
come from people who can be very 
cold and calloused. These are they 
who are unfaithful even in the promise 
of fidelity. It is like a balm from Gilead 
when a pastor hears and sees the fruits 
of encouragement. It is a real service of 
comfort to him when he is assured that 
there are those who stand firmly behind 
him. It is like our Savior’s “. . . I will 
never leave thee nor forsake thee” 
(Heb. 13:5). 

Next, the idea of a group of dedicated 
people who pray with regularity for 
their pastor is important. My mind goes 
back to a fine group of leaders who met 
every Saturday night for several hours 
and who prayed specifically for the 
pastor and his needs, not only for the 
following Lord’s Day but for his total life. 

It is also essential to respect the 
pastor's time. If he is a conscientious 
man, he will want to do his work well 
and this demands time. He will need 
hours in the study and hours for his 
daily pastoral work. Thus careless, need¬ 
less calls can rob him of valuable time 


in the above two areas. If you must call, 
be sure that it is of importance. 

Further, there is the absolute necessity 
of determining that you will never be a 
part of criticism or gossip that relates to 
the pastor. This can be very serious in 
that it can cause division and strife. It 
should be stopped wherever it is prac¬ 
ticed. God has given us biblical proce¬ 
dures for proper confrontation; and, of 
course, this should be pursued only in 
love. We must be careful how we lay 
our hands upon God’s anointed. 

Christians should not expect the pastor 
to be a Jack of all trades. There are 
many, many jobs and things to be done 
in and around the church; and, as far as 
possible, the shepherd of God’s people 
should not be strapped with these. 
Many pastors are willing workers, and 
many sheep are willing to let them do 
everything. There should be careful 
planning by capable men and women 
to see to it that these church jobs are 
not the pastor’s concern and that they 
will make plans to have them done. 

Any possibility of continuing educa¬ 
tion can prove a real asset both to the 
pastor and to his people. A definite 
provision for this could be made by the 
ruling board and the people of the 
church. This provision could involve 
funds for courses and for necessary 
books. Good books are of real value to 
any pastor. They are the tools of his 
trade, and a church should encourage 
the acquiring of such books by helping 
to buy them. 

Fairness in money matters is of great 
importance to a pastor. “The laborer is 
worthy of his hire” (Luke 10:7; 1 Tim. 
5:18) is relevant at any time for God’s 
people in relation to the pastor. He will 
have needs for the present and for the 
future. Any people who want to be fair 
will consider the importance of this area. 


No one should 
pastor to have time atone for himself, 
his wife, and family. This should involve 
time off during the week, Sundays 
away sharing in a ministry with others, 
and a time for vacation. The exhortation 
of our Savior in Mark 6:31 certainly 
implies this. 

Our last recommendation relates to 
the people of a congregation being 
concerned about friendliness to strang¬ 
ers, the needs of the sick, and the needs 
of the poor. All the people should be 
involved in pastoral care. There could 
be a church program and an individual 
program to place and keep this in 
motion. It is a joy to the heart of any 
pastor to know that his people are out 
witnessing, caring, and sharing at all 
times. 

These suggestions are not intended 
to be exhaustive. Many more could be 
added by God’s people. The ones given 
are suggested on the grounds of com¬ 
mon sense and practical biblical ethics 
with the hope that each reader may 
consider how he can truly “minister” 
to his pastor. # 
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The church needs to 
be reminded of the 
uniqueness of grace 
as God's method of 
operation . 


G od has demonstrated His grace in every 
age, but the Scriptures teach that grace 
has been revealed in a special way in this 
age. John the Apostle says, “The Law was given by 
Moses but grace and truth came by Jesus Christ’’ 
(John 1:17). Moses was the human instrument 
through which the law came, whereas grace and 
truth came through God’s incarnation. 

The church needs to be reminded of the unique¬ 
ness of grace as God’s method of operation, lest 
she slip again into the age-old error of Galatianism. 
The Apostle Paul was uniquely used of God to 
establish the truth of the gospel that both salvation 
and sanctification come through grace and are 
received by faith. Subtle tendencies are always 
lurking in the church to move God’s children into 
the bondage of legalism and away from the marvelous 
freedom of grace. 

The third chapter of 2 Corinthians is a graphic 
statement by the Apostle of the stark contrast be¬ 


tween the dispensation of the law and that of grace. 
The Judaizers had come to Corinth and were at¬ 
tempting to undermine Paul’s ministry of pure 
grace by teaching that the Old Testament law had 
to be kept if sanctification were to be obtained. 
Paul responds with the following arguments: 

1. God’s Work Is Through The Holy Spirit 
And Not Through Tablets of Stone (2 Cor. 
3:2-3). 

That Paul is here alluding to the Ten Command¬ 
ments as the embodiment of the Old Testament 
legal system is irrefutable. Some argue that Paul 
speaks of the ceremonial law (i.e., sacrifice, cleansing, 
etc.) when he says the law is ended in Christ, but 
this chapter proves conclusively that he is talking 
about the entire old Covenant epitomized in the 
Ten Commandments. This is clear because Paul 
refers to the law as “written and engraven in stones.” 

2. Paul’s Ministry Is Of The New Covenant 
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(2 Cor. 3:4-6). 

The New Covenant (Jer. 31:31-34) is the Holy 
Spirit’s work in the lives of the people who believe 
in Jesus Christ. (Jeremiah indicates that there is a 
special application of this New Covenant to Israel in 
the future, but Hebrews 8 indicates that the church 
also comes under the New Covenant.) Paul gives 
here the kernel of the argument he is going to 
develop in the next verses, namely, the letter of the 
law kills. The Old Testament legal system, holy and 
good though it was, was unable to do more than 
drive people to an awareness of their spiritual need 
(Gal. 3:23, 24). The Judaizers, says Paul, are in¬ 
volved in a ministry of the letter and the letter can 
only bring death, not life. 

3. The Ministry Of This Special Age Of Grace 
Is Far More Glorious Than That Of The Old 
Testament Legal System (2 Cor. 3:7-11). 

The Ten Commandments and the legal system 
they embodied were indeed glorious. When Moses 
came out from his meeting with God, his face 
shone (Exod. 34:29, 30). Yet, says Paul, the law 
was engraved on stones and produced death. Since 
that is the case, surely that ministry which comes 
through the Spirit is far more glorious (vv. 7-8). 

Likewise, if the Old Testament system which 
produced death was glorious, should it not be con¬ 
sidered logical that the ministry which produces 
righteousness is far more glorious? (v. 9). Finally, 
the law, because it was temporary, cannot be held 
to be more glorious than that ministry of the Spirit 
which remains forever (vv. 10-11). 

The teaching of this passage is clear: The New 
Covenant believer is under the direction of the Holy 
Spirit who reveals Himself through the living Word 
(Heb. 1:1-3) and the written Word (Eph. 3:1 -7). He 
is not under the law (Rom. 6:14; 10:4; Gal. 2:19; 
3:10-12; 4:5,21-31). 

4. This Ministry Of The Spirit Permits Paul To 
Speak With Complete Openness As Moses 
Could Not (2 Cor. 3:12-16). 

Moses had to put on a veil to prevent the Jews 
from seeing that the glory was to be abolished. 
The same veil, symbolically, is on the face of Jews 
today when the Old Covenant is read (note 2 Cor. 
4:3 where Paul uses the same word for “veiled” 
to describe the refusal of people to accept the gospel 
message), but Paul is able to speak with an open 
face because the New Covenant will not be abolished. 

5. This Ministry Of The Spirit Provides Liberty 
And The Ability For The Child Of God To 
Grow Spiritually. 

“Liberty” is a key word here. In Galatians, Paul 
presses the Christian to stand in his liberty and not 
to become entangled in the slavery of the law (Gal. 
5:1-4, 13-14). Christians today need to be taught 
to enjoy the liberty Christ has brought us through 


His death. This is the essence of the Christian 
message (Gal. 2:20). 

The mirror (2 Cor. 3:18) refers to the Word of 
God, the complete revelation now in the hands of 
believers. The removal of the veil of unbelief permits 
clear vision of God. Through the working of the 
Holy Spirit in this age, we are transformed into the 
image of Christ. 

6. The Christian Life Should Be Lived Out In 
This Age Linder The Holy Spirit And Through 
The New Testament Epistles. 

Some people think that this interpretation of 
Paul’s teaching in 2 Corinthians 3 means that we 
are eliminating the Old Testament from the church. 
This is not true. We should recognize that God has 
revealed Himself in a special way during all man¬ 
kind’s history. Certain truths are going to appear in 
each age. For example, the Ten Commandments 
are all reiterated in the epistles, with the exception 
of the keeping of the sabbath. The teaching upon 
which I base my Christian life, however, is not the 
Ten Commandments, but the instruction given by 
the Holy Spirit in this age (e.g., Col. 3; Eph. 4). 
The Old Testament is valuable as I learn the history 
of man and the way God worked in history. I profit 
from the examples of piety and impiety. I share with 
David in his personal relationship to God and with 
Solomon in his practical wisdom for daily living. 
Nevertheless, I must go to the epistles as my primary 
source for Christian living. All other teaching must 
be screened through them. Paul teaches that all 
Scripture is profitable (2 Tim. 3:16), but he is care¬ 
ful to distinguish between the Old Testament legal 
system as a way to life (which it cannot be) and the 
New Covenant which begins at the cross.

Conclusion 

There is a tendency today to blur the distinctions 
between the New Covenant (this age of grace, 
John 1:17) and the Old Covenant. This is an age 
in which the Holy Spirit is working uniquely in the 
church. The believer should rejoice in the marvelous 
liberty brought to him through the death of Christ 
and steadfastly resist the efforts of those who would 
place him under the Old Testament legal system. 
He should recognize the Holy Spirit’s instruction 
on praying, giving, serving, and other aspects of 
Christian living to which the New Testament ad¬ 
dresses itself. He should read the Old Testament 
with prayer and careful observation, but he must 
return to the New Testament for his primary foun¬ 
tain of truth. #

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P aul’s first letter to Timothy is 
known as a “pastoral” epistle. 
Like 2 Timothy and Titus, it 
consists of ministerial counsel sent by 
a veteran apostle to a young pastor 
confronted with a desperate ministry 
situation. In addition to fulfilling normal 
ministerial responsibilities, young Timo¬ 
thy is advised to move swiftly against a 
theological heresy which has produced 
havoc among his constituency. 

As Paul refers to the features of that 
heresy, he makes a statement in 1 
Timothy 6:5 that has sometimes been 
misunderstood. That misunderstanding 
is reflected in the King James Version, 
which reads “supposing that gain is 
godliness.” More recent translations 
(including the New King James Ver¬ 
sion) tend to agree with the New Inter¬ 
national Version, which reads “who 
think that godliness is a means to finan¬ 
cial gain.” Is Paul describing a heresy 
which held that material prosperity was 
a barometer of godliness, or is his 
meaning that some practice religion 
primarily as a means to financial ad¬ 
vantage? In other words, did these 
enemies of the gospel affirm that gain 
is a sign of godliness, or that “godli¬ 
ness” is a means of gain? 

There are four factors, listed here in 
ascending order of importance, which 
tend to favor the second translation. 
The first concerns the general teaching 
of the New Testament on prosperity. 
Nowhere in the New Testament are 
material prosperity and godliness equated. 
Although the Old Testament does make 
some association of physical prosperity 
with divine blessing, that seems to have 
been an especially Jewish motif, and it 
is not found in the New Testament 
epistles. As a matter of fact, early ser¬ 
vants of Christ were often called upon 
to forfeit jobs, income, and other tangi¬ 
ble possessions, for the cause of Christ. 
On the other hand, it was then (and is 
today) sometimes the case that those 
who are materially prosperous are also

undeniably ungodly. The equation of 
prosperity with godliness would seem 
to have little appeal from a New Testa¬ 
ment perspective. 

Secondly, there is the context of 1 
Timothy. There seems to be nothing 
that would suggest the thought that 
“gain is godliness” in Paul’s description 
of the false teaching. However, it is 
clear that Paul frequently had to deal 
with disloyal shepherds of God’s flock 
who were primarily interested in personal 
gain (2 Cor. 2:17; 12:13; Titus 1:11; 
cf. 2 Pet. 2:3). For this very reason, 
Paul himself on occasion voluntarily 
laid aside the legitimate right to be sup¬ 
ported by other Christians in his ministry 
(1 Cor. 9:1-18; 2 Cor. 12:13). There 
were then, and there are today, those 
whose interest in “ministry,” so called, 
is stimulated by pecuniary considera¬ 
tions. They suppose that “godliness is 
a source of gain.” 

A third point concerns the relation¬ 
ship between 1 Timothy 6:5 and the 
immediately following verse. There 
Paul goes on to say “but godliness with 


contentment is great gain.” He then 
points out that the “gain” involved is 
not necessarily material or financial. 
But unless one reads in verse 5 that 
“godliness is a source of gain,” the 
sense of balance and parallelism be¬ 
tween the two verses is lost. 

A final point, and the most conclusive 
of the four, concerns a basic principle 
of Greek grammar. Paul’s language in 
1 Timothy 6:5 is couched in an equa- 
tive statement resembling the formula 
X = Y. In such a case, whichever 
noun in Greek has the definite article 
should be treated as the subject of the 
sentence, and (regardless of the word 
order) the noun without the article is a 
predicate complement. In 1 Timothy 6:5 
it is “godliness” which has the article, 
while the previous word (“gain”) does 
not. The King James Version translation 
follows strictly the word order of the 
Greek, but sacrifices the meaning in 
the process. 

We conclude, then, that the heretics 
of whom Paul warns in 1 Timothy 6:5 
supposed that “godliness” was a source 
of gain, rather than that gain was godli¬ 
ness. Their deceptive and self-serving 
practice of religion, far from being 
motivated by sacrificial love for Christ, 
was little more to them than a means of 
taking financial advantage of unsus¬ 
pecting churches. This conclusion is 
supported by New Testament teaching 
in general, by the context of 1 Timothy 
and other Pauline epistles, by the bal¬ 
anced relationship between 1 Timothy 
6:5 and 6, and by an understanding of 
Greek syntax. Here is a place where a 
little Greek can make a lot of difference 
when it comes to deciding between 
conflicting interpretations.#

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“ f the writing of books there is no end” 

seems particularly true of our society. A 
more up-to-date statement would be “of 
the writing of books of dubious value there is no 
end.” Therefore, it is a pleasure to recommend 
Biblical Preaching as a book which will be beneficial 
to those who have been preaching for years as well 
as for those who are just beginning to learn the 
basics. Those of us who preach regularly seldom 
receive an objective, thorough analysis of our 
preaching from someone qualified to do so. Rather 
we must go by our own estimate of audience 
reaction, by innuendo, or by more direct evidence, 
such as the fact that people stop coming to church, 
or we are not invited back to speak a second time! 
Therefore, a preacher must continually seek to im¬ 
prove his skill in the vital ministry of preaching. Dr. 
Robinson not only is an excellent speaker, but he 
has taught many “preachers” and critiqued thou¬ 
sands of sermons. Therefore, he is well qualified to 
write on this subject. 

Although several books on preaching have been 
published recently, Biblical Preaching has the ad¬ 
vantage of being relatively brief (232 pages) and 
concise. Both the format and the content contribute 
to this. It is easy to read, since the language is clear 
and direct. The section headings are set off in bold 
type, and the subject divisions are stated in simple 
terms. The chapters are introduced by a page with 
an outline of the entire section showing just where 
the particular chapter fits. After the discussion the 
chapters close with a brief summarizing section 
including definitions. 

Biblical Preaching majors on both the “how” 
and “why” of the specific aspects of preaching. It 
has numerous examples to back up the author’s 
discussion. Anyone who teaches homiletics (preach¬ 
ing) realizes the value of examples. 

Dr. Robinson points out that experts in many 
other occupations do not need to make themselves 


understood by those outside of their profession, but 
to the preacher it is a life-and-death matter (p. 82). 
In agreement with this concept, the first 1 74 pages 
of the book deal with preparation of the sermon so 
that the biblical concept may be presented clearly 
and forcefully to the hearers. The author explains in 
very simple language how to find the biblical idea, 
form it into a preaching idea, and then arrange a 
message which will communicate the idea for a 
specific purpose. 

The chapter on outlining sermons, entitled “The 
Shapes Sermons Take,” is perhaps a little brief. 
Many students are somewhat perplexed when 
required to prepare a sermon outline and then fill 
in the details of the outline. As with many books on 
“practical” subjects a great deal of time is spent on 
philosophy or “why.” In contrast to many practical 
books, however, the philosophy is not general, but 
deals with why the preacher should handle a specific 
aspect of preaching in a particular way. For example, 
the need for transitions between sermon points is 
discussed before the author explains how to make 
transitions. 

The portion of the book covering actual delivery 
of the message is very brief. Most books on preaching 
do not spend much time on this aspect of preaching. 
A helpful book on this subject is Reaching People 
From the Pulpit, by Stevenson and Diehl (Grand 
Rapids: Baker Book House). 

Biblical Preaching has been used as a text at 
Capital Bible Seminary, and has met with enthu¬ 
siastic response from both professor and student 
alike. We recommend this book not only for semi¬ 
nary classes, but for all those who desire to improve 
their sermons to the glory of God. •

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A MOTHER’S MINISTRY 

by Elaine Williams 

Much has been written during the last decade 
regarding mothers who have a full-time career 
outside the home, but how much consideration 
has been given to the time and quality of the 
ministry of mothers within the home andchurch? 
I believe that before a mother becomes involved 
in a church ministry, or before a woman who is 
actively involved in a church ministry becomes 
a mother, she must determine the order of priori¬ 
ties in her life. 

Ministry in the Home 

Scripture teaches that if the children in a 
home are not properly trained, the parents’ 
ministry to their children has not been as ef¬ 
fective as it should be. We can see this in the 
case of Eli, the Old Testament priest. 1 Timothy 
3:4-5 also points this out, for we read that one of 
the qualifications of an overseer in the local 
church is that he rules well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with all gravity. 
The question is raised in verse 5, “If a man 
know not how to rule his own house, how shall 
he take care of the church of God”? 

God has seen fit to give me a husband and 
three children. I feel that at this time they are 
my primary responsibility. I cannot justify con¬ 
stantly setting sandwiches on the table and 
getting babysitters to care for the children 
while I go out to do other ministries. Therefore, 
most of the ministries I have been involved in 
have been during regular church hours when 
there is a class or nursery provided for my 
children. 

There are numerous ways in which I am re¬ 
sponsible to minister to my family, but I will 
mention only two important ones here. 

1. Prayer. My husband Brian is a teacher in a 
Christian day school. Because I know his sched¬ 
ule for the day, I can pray for him as he speaks 
in chapel, has a conference with a parent, or 
teaches a science class. I am also responsible 
to pray for my children. They are as different as 
night and day, so their individual needs are 
varied, but they each need to come to a saving 
knowledge of Christ. 

2. Bible Knowledge. My husband, having gradu¬ 
ated from a Christian liberal arts college, did 


not have the same intensive Bible study that I 
received at WBC. Quite often as he prepares a 
chapel message or Bible lesson, he asks me 
where a verse is found or inquires about specific 
things in the Bible. If I do not know the answer 
immediately, I can usually find the information 
with the aid of my reference books. 

Every night we have devotions with the chil¬ 
dren: we read Bible stories on their level, sing 
choruses and hymns, review verses, and pray 
for specific requests. Of course, our children 
are in Sunday School and Children’s Church 
and prayer meeting every week. Here they re¬ 
ceive additional instruction and have interaction 
with other children their age. We also have a 
Good News Club in our home, and our four-year- 
old daughter learns a new verse and lesson 
each week. 

Ministry Outside the Home 

After seeing my responsibilities as a wife and 
mother, I am able, with the direction of the Holy 
Spirit, to determine the extent of my ministry 
outside the home. 

Our church has a visitation program. Brian 
participated and desired that I also participate. 
However, feeling as I do about our children, it 
just did not work. But we found an alternative. 
At the beginning of the school year, Brian in¬ 
dicated to the parents of his students that he 
would like to visit them at home. So now as a 
family we are visiting these families. 

There are many and varied ministries in our 
church from which one can choose to be in¬ 
volved. I have taught classes in our Vacation 
Bible School, sung in the choir, led a Wednes¬ 
day night prayer group with Brian and played 
the piano. Most of these were temporary or 
occasional ministries. Recently, I was asked to 
be Department Superintendent for the four-five 
year old Sunday School. I knew WBC trained me 
for this area, but it was with much apprehension 
that I accepted the position. Before the first 
quarter was over I felt at ease and have really 
enjoyed it. 

During this time I have learned how much 
mothering and ministry have in common. Being 
a mother greatly enriches a ministry, and a 
ministry greatly enriches mothering. For ex¬ 
ample, I have a daughter in my department and 
so I am aware of the needs, feelings, and under¬ 
standing of a child this age. I know if I explain 
something that my daughter can understand, 
the rest of the children should be able to under¬ 
stand it also. 

Being a mother and ministering in a church 
complement each other when carried out with 
right priorities under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. And it is a delight to be involved in both.
